Claims 14-16, 22-24, 28-30 have been rejoined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 8-16, 21-30, and 32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The pre-appeal 
conferees agree with applicants' arguments filed on 12/13/2007. The prior art of record does not 
disclose or fairly suggest either in singly or in combination a device having among other 
elements, a plurality of solder bumps coupled with associated die contact pads, wherein each of 
said solder bumps is formed from a single homogenous material; and a support coating formed 
on said active surface of said die, wherein said support coating is sufficiently rigid such that it is 
suitable for significantly constraining portions of the solder bumps near the bump to die 
interfaces during a subsequent reflow of said plurality of solder bumps, and wherein the height of 
said support coating is from about 20 percent to about 70 percent of the pre-reflow height of said 
solder bumps.
